THE CONFEDERATE LEADER DEAD 
a 
NEAR ADRIAN, MO. 


HE WAS A GALLANT SOLDIER. 


Sketch of His Military Career and Ro- 
mantic Trip to Mexico at the 
War’s Close. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 13.—Gen. Jo 
O. Shelby died at his country home, eight 
miles from Adrian, Mo., at 4 o’clock this 
morning. 

The end came peaccfully. The patient had 
been unconscious since early Monday morn- 
ing, and had been slowly dying since that 
time. At a consultation of physicians last 
night it was kiven out that death must 
come before morning, and the family had 
been constant watchers at the bedside of 
the dying General since that hour. 

Gen. Shelby was taken seriously ill ten 
days ago with pneumonia, and gradually 
grew worse. His vitality was great, how- 
ever, and his friends and family had hopes 


that he would overcome the disease, and, 
indeed, half a dozen times since then, when 
given up to die, the patient’s remarkable 
recuperative power asserted itself and he 
each time revived. 

During all of last Sunday night and most 
of Monday. the patient talked continually 
in an irrational way. At times he recog- 
nized those about him, but it was only for 
@ moment, when he would again lapse into 
a comotose or delirious state. He began to 
sink rapidly Tuesday morning, 
few moments his pulse was almost imper- 
ceptible. Until that moment Mrs. Shelby, 
who had been constantly at the General’s 
bedside, believed that he would survive, 
and then gave way, prostrated with grief 
and physical and mental strain. Later Gen. 
Shelby revived somewhat, but remained un- 
conscious till death, and practically took 
no medicine or nourishment. 


Gen. Joseph Orville’ Shelby was born in 
Lexington, Ky., in 1831. At 19 years of 
age he came with his parents to Missouri. 
Hemp was the great Missouri staple in those 
days, and when his parents settled on a 
farm young Joe secured employment on a 
rope walk at Waverly. He ultimately be- 
came owner of the works and of a big 
plantation in Lafayette County, and as a 
co uence he became a slave owner. When 
the ansas dispute came on Mr. Shelby 
naturally sympathized with the pro-slavery 
element, and in the ‘border’ troubles’’ 
which followed Shelby was a leader in 
several of the raids into Kansas. 

When actual hostilities began he was 
known among his neighbors as Capt. Shelby. 
He raised a company of Confederate caval- 
ry and entered the field, starting South to 
join Gen. Price. A few weeks later Capt. 
Shelby was commissioned as Colonel of cav- 
alry and ordered back to Missouri to recruit 
a regiment. Returning with his band of 100 
men, who had numerous skirmishes with 
Federal bands, Col. Shelby quickly organized 
a regiment to which were joined the three 
Missouri regiments in a cavalry organiza- 
tion known as “Shelby’s Brigade.’’ This 
brigade, under Gen. Shelby, saw much hard 
service in Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana 
and Texas. 

Shelby was identified with the entire his- 
tory of the war west of the Mississippi 
River. He actively participated in every 
hard fought battle, and was conspicuous 
as a daring raider, many of the most ter- 
rific raids of Price’s army being under his 
command. 

In 1861 Shelby was made Colonel of cav- 
alry. In January, 1863, he was in command 
of a brigade, and in May, 1864, he became 
Brigadier-General. 

At the battle of Pea Ridge, Mo., March 
4, 1864, Gen. Shelby part cularly distin- 
_ neerenta himself as he did also at Cone Hill,

Shelby’s men surrounded the place, anda 
after shooting down a number of the ma- 
rauders drove them off. Gen. Shelbv's 
men guarded the treasure until the follow- 
ing day. On the morning following the 
Mayor of Austin proposed to Gen. Shelby 
that inasmuch as his was the last organ- 
ized body of the Confederacy in Texas, they 
should take this.Confederate money. Gen. 
Shelby positively refused, saying: ‘I went 
into the war with clean hands, and, by 
God's blessing, I will go out of the war with 
clean hands.’

Jailer Wagner received a pasteboard box 
by express from Syracuse, N. Y., to-day. 
It was filled with roses, so wilted and faded 
as to suggest that they had been taken from 
a month’s-old grave. Inside was a card, 
addressed to Dr. Arthur Duestrow and the 
words, *“‘The Lord Is Merciful.’’ The Jailer 
thought the roses might contain poison, with 
which the condemned wife and child mur- 
derer could end his life if Gov. Stephens re- 
fused to stay the execution, so he threw the 
box and its contents into the prison furnace.

CLARA FREDERICK PESTERED A 
MODEST PREACHER. 


HE APPEALED TO THE POLICE. 


Young Woman With a Shattered Intel- 
lect Arrested on Complaint of 
a Lutheran Minister. 


Rev. Carl Pleger, pastor of the German 
Evangelical] Lutheran Church, at Huclid and 
Maple avenues, who boards at 4913A Foun- 
tain avenue, has had Clara Frederick of 913 
Monroe street put under the care of Dr. 
Sutter, at the City Hospital, that her mental 
condition may be determined. 

Mr. Pleger says Clara has for two months 
been endeavoring to lavish her affections on 
him; to his great annoyance and the peril 
of his reputation. 

Mr. Pleger is a handsome, fair-haired man, 


about 30 years old. He ‘s a bachelor, of man- 
ifest Teutonic extraction, and speaks En- 
glish with difficulty, 

“TI have know this woman only since last 
Cihtristmas,’’ ‘said Mr. Pleger to a reporter. 
“I first saw her then at’my church, and 
since then she has. constantly persecuted me 
with her attentions, She has waylaid me on 
the streets, and when’ I would not stop to 
talk with her, she would yell at me that she 
would tell the people all about me. She has 
tried, a number of times, to see me here at 
my house, wanting to come up to my room, 

“She has also written letters, asking me 
to let her see me in my room, and making 
appointments to meet me in the park, in 
front of the house, and get acquainted with 
her in a bad way. Whenever she saw me 
she would say bad things to me. Once she 
came to my church at the instruction hour, 
when I was preparing some children for con- 
firmation. She would not go away, but said 
she also wanted instruction from me. 
warned her that if she did not go I would 
have her arrested, and she left. Yesterday 
she came again to the church, when I was 
there with the children, and I sent the jani- 
tor for the’police, and they took her away 
in the wagon. 

“She had never said to me that I was 
her husband, but that was what she said tuo 
the police at the station. I have heard that 
she once had some relations with a student, 
and he left her, and it may be this has made 
the poor girl crazy.’’ 

Mr, Pleger declined to divulge the contents 
of the letters written to him by Miss Fre- 
erick. He said they were all written in Ger- 
man, and were unfit for publication.

To a reporter she said she had written the 
minister several letters and that they were 
“‘good love letters,’’ but she refused to say 
what she wrote. 

She boldly declared her love for Mr. 
Pleger and her belief that he reciprocated, 
and begged the reporter to send him down 
to see her. 

Clara is a heavy, black-haired girl, 20 
years old, whose home, until three months 
ago, was in Franklin. County, Mo. Since 
coming to the city, she has been in the 
service of a Mrs. Shannon, 913 Monroe 
street. 


TERRORIZED BY GYPSIES. 


Germantown Is Fairly Besieged by a 
Band Numbering IT'wo Hundred.

CARLYLE, Ill., Feb. 13.—A resident of 
Germantown, twelve miles southwest of 
this city, brings word here that about 200 
gypsies are encamped on the picnic grounds, 
one-half mile east of town, and are terroriz- 
ing the inhab‘tants. They are in such large 
numbers that the inhabitants fear they will 
destroy their property if they do not accede 


to their demands. They go to the farm- 
houses and demand hay, corn, oats and pro- 
visions, and compel the farmers to con- 
tribute. The people of Germantown are in 
a@ serious position, and have appealed to the 
county authorities for protection. 

A detachment of the band has been en- 
camped near this city several days, but 
left yesterday to join the main body at Ger- 
mantown. They had ten wagons and two 
cinnamon bears with them. Officers have 
gone from here to Germantown to investi-

DEATH WOUND UP 
LESLIE'S SPREE 


WASH STREET GROCER TOOK 
MORPHINE AND DIED. 


NO CAUSE TO KILL HIMSELF. 


His Wife Found Him in Bed Too Late 
for the Doctor to Save 
Him. 


Charles Leslie, a grocer at Twenty-first 
and Wash streets, took morphine Friday 
night and died at the City Hospital at 10:30 
Saturday morning. No cause for suicide is 
assigned, save that Leslie had been drinking 
heavily for two days, and may have grown 
despondent. Or he may have taken too 
much of the drug by accident. 

He was 35 years old and@ lived with his wife 
and two children over the store at Twenty- 
first and Wash streets. He was industrious 
and popular and had @ geod trade. Two 
days ago he started on a spree and con- 
tinued it until his death. He was out drink- 
ing with friends Friday night, and did not 
return to his home until 3 o’clock Saturday 


orning. He entered a room in which he 
and his 6-year-old son slept, and retired 
without awakening his wife, who occupied 
the next room with the 8-year-old daughter. 

Early Saturday morning Mrs. Leslie was 
awakened by her husband’s heavy erent. 
ing. At the same time the boy awoke an 
called his mother. Mrs. Leslie hurried into 
the room and made an effort to arouse her 
husband. She was unsuccessful and sum- 
moned some of the neighbors. They could 
not wake the man, and at 8 o’clock Dr. 
W. J. Langdon of 2216 Carr street was sent 
for. The physician saw that he had an 
acute case of morphine poisoning to contend 
with, and at once’ administered antidotes, 
and instructed those in attendance to sum- 

on an ambulance. ‘ 
vet wees 10 o'clock before the ambulance ar- 
rived. It 1s claimed that @ telephone con- 
nection with the City Dispensary could not 
be obtained sooner. 

Leslie was almost dead by the time he 
reached the hospital. There were no signs 
of life. but Dr. Sutter and his assistants 
made a vigorous effort to revive him, using 
artificial respiration and electric batteries 
until it was seen that there was absolutely 
no hope. Five minutes after Leslie was 
brought into the hosp‘tal he was dead. 

Mrs. Leslie and her father, Ferd Rachel, 
were at the hospital at the time. Neither 
of them could give any explanation of the 
tragedy, and were inclined to think it due 
to an accident. Mr. Reehel stated that he 
supposed his son-in-law had been on a 
spree, and on his arrival at home took the 
morphine to sober up. No bottle or box 
that had contained morphine was found in 
the house, and from this it Is supposed that 
Leslie swallowed the drug before he reached 
e. 
ore Leslie was prostrated with grief 
and could not talk coherently. She said 
she was awakened Saturday morning by 
her husband’s heavy breathing and the cry- 
ing of the child, She supposed that her 
husband was sick after his spree, but did

TO THE SENATE. 
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STRONG OPPOSITION SHOWN. 


Character of Senatorial Suggestions 
Shows Anything but Smooth 
Sailing Ahead. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—The Sen- 
ate went into executive session at 12:20 p. 
m. to-day, on motion of Mr. Sherman, for 
the purpose of taking up the arbitration 
treaty. The Senate was immediately in- 
formed that the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations had agreed upon an amendment, 
which, it was hoped, would insure the 
speedy acceptance of the treaty by the 
Senate. This amendment, as read, was di- 
rectly in the line indicated by the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatches of last night, put- 
ting into words Senator Turpie’s idea that 
the effect of the treaty would be to bring 
back to the Senate for its acceptance all 
questions passed upon by the proposed 
board of arbitration. It was also stated to 
be the purpose of the committee to with- 
draw all the amendments heretofore sug- 
gested by the committee, in the belief that 
the amendment now made would be .suf- 
ficient to meet all the objections that had 
been advanced against the treaty. 

It soon develope], however, that the pro- 
ceedings in the mittee had not been 
¢0 harmonious as the friends of the treaty 
had been led to hope they would be, in view 
of their announced willingness to amend 
the instrument to meet what they had sup- 

was all the objections, and that Sena- 
tor Morgan and other opponents of the 
agreement had made it clear that even with 
the amendments the treaty would not be 
acceptable. So evident was this opposition 
that the advocates of ratification became 
convinced for the first time that the oppo- 
sition was irreconcilable and that notwith- 
standing the conciliatory spirit manifested 
by the friends of the document it would still 
be necessary for it to fight its way through 
the Senate. 
‘Other amendments were suggested by in- 
dividual members of the Senate during (o- 
day’s session.

upon the Sultan of Turkey in order to pre- 
vent an outbreak of hostilities between 
Greece and Turkey. The latter country is 
understood to have agreed not to send troops 
to Crete and the Powers, in return, are be- 
lieved to be restraining Greece from active- 
ly interfering in Crete. 

At the same time, there is evidently dan- 
ger in the direction of Thessally and Mace- 
donia, for Greek troops are being hurriedly 
dispatched to the froniiers, and reports 
from Salonica say that the Turks are quiet- 
ly mustering an army corps there in order 
to be prepared for emergencies. 

The situation in the Island of Crete has 
somewhat improyed. Desultory fighting is 
still reported, and it is said here that the 
insurgents are preeeee, in possession of 
the whole island, with the exception of the 
larger towns. If this is the case, the union 
of Crete with Greece having been formally 
proclaimed, the independence of the Cre- 
tans from Turkish rule is almost an ac- 
complished fact, and it is difficult to see 
how the pre-ex'sting order of things can be 
restored without joint action upon the part 
of the Powers and a military occupation of 
Crete by the foreign fleets. 

In official circles here this outcome is not 
believed to be possible, and there is a d'‘s- 
position now to quietly allow events to take 
their natural course, the idea being that 
Crete is practically free and that the island 
is likely to remain so unless subdued by the 
Powers. Therefore, the question to be dis- 
cussed, it is said, is whether the Powers 
will permit the Cretan insurgents to enjoy 
their independence and eventually ally them- 
selves with Greece. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 13.—There is a 
disposition in official circles here to hold 
the Powers responsible for anything that 
may happenin Crete. The Sultan has been 
prevailed upon by the Ambassadors to re- 
frain from sending reinforcements of troops 
to Crete, and he has also been assured 
that the Powers have decided not to per- 
mit the landing of Greek troops in Crete. 
Therefore, the whole matter is in the hands 
of the Powers and the Sultan’s entourage, 
at least, is inclined to believe that the 
Powers may have a falling out as to the 
disposition to be made of the insurgent 
island. 

The Council of Ministers, it is semi-offi- 
cially announced, has decided that Turkey 
will remain passive pending the efforts of 
the Powers to prevent direct Greek inter- 
vention in Crete, but it is further stated if 
the Powers are unsuccessful in these efforts 
the Turkish Government will be compelled 
to begin military operations on the Thes- 
sally frontier, or, in other words, Turkey 
will declare war against Greece and prompt- 
ly invade that country. 

This is no rumor from diplomatic .circles. 
The decision of the Porte on the subjéct has 
been formally and officially communicated 
to the different embassies and the Turks are 
in earnest. There is no doubt that the will- 
ingness of the Sultan to apparently bow to 
the will of the Powers in the present Cretan 
crisis was largely due to the impoverished 
state of the Turkish Treasury. Money in 
no small amount would be needed to sené@an 
army corps to Grete and this money is not 
vet forthcoming. 

The situation is a grave one beyond doubt 
and as usual the Sultan is calmly reckon- 
ing on coming out of it ahead by trusting 
to the jealousies of the Powers and the 
advent of the unexpected. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 13.—The Russian 
Government has issued a note to the other 
Powers with the object of inducing them to 
bring coereive measures to bear upon the 
Cretans. This is to show the Cretans that 
in the future they must realize they have 
to reckon with the Powers; that they can- 
not play tricks upon them as they have 
heen in the habit of doing with Turkey, and 
that they will not be in the future permit- 
ted to threaten the peace of Europe period- 
ically, as has been their custom in the past. 

Russia takes the lead in checking them 
and asks the other Powers to join her.

“We thought so or we would not have 
made the transfers.’’ 

Witness admitted that his company was 
competing with the Havemeyers. He did 
not remember that the price of sugar went 
up after the trust was formed. 

Mr. Moller was excused and Mr. Lawson 
W. Fuller was called to place a value on 
the refining property. He said that he was 
in the sugar business from 1 to 1 and 
was in the real estate business when the 
Sugar Trust was formed. Mr. Fuller knew 
very little about the value of the individual 
plants, and Mr. Lexow labored with him for 
a long time without extracting any infor- 
mation. Mr. Fuller finally said that in the 
five years after the trust was formed the 
price of sugar was raised .57 of a cent a 
pound. This, he declared, had cost the con- 
sumers $4,200,000 during that time. Mr. Ful- 
ler based his figures on a circular price list 
issued by Wellett & Gray, who, he said, 
were good authority. 

The number of employes was decreased 
and the refineries were run at a much less 
cost. Mr. Fuller spoke as-an expert ac- 
countant, for he had charge of Havemeyer 
Elders’s affairs for many years. 

The trust, he said, absolutely controlled 
the price of the raw material, and though 
the price of raw had gone down, the re- 
fined had gone up. This increase fell on the 
consumer... Previous to the trust there 
was a fierce competition among the various 
refineries. 


Edward J. Duggan of Albany, a wholesale 
grocer, was the next witness. He had bern 
in the sugar business for twenty years. He 
eaid that he was what ‘s known as a factor 
for the Sugar Trust. Before the trust was 
formed he could buy sugar anywhere, but 
after the trust went into operation he re- 
fused to join the Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
gaan and then he could not buy sugar at 
all. 

‘‘What reason was given for that?’ 

“They said it was cuting prices and I was 
forced to buy imported sugar.”’ 

‘‘What was said to you?’’ 

“Robert S. Russell of this city told me 
that I must buy all my sugar from the 
American Co.’”’ ; 

In answer to further questions Mr. Dug- 
= said that the trust had refused to sell 

im any sugar and allow him the rebate 
by which a profit could be made. He was a 
factor for the company for only two 
months, 


JUST BACK FROM MEXICO. | 


The Rev. Mr. Niccolls Talks of His 
Trip Through the South. 


The Rev. Samuel J. Niccolls, pastor of 
the Second Presbyterian Church, has just 
return.d from a trip to Mexico. When 
seen Saturday morning he said: 

“T left St. Louis Jan. 23, in the midst of 


snow and sleet that followed us all the 
way south. We found snow and ice in 
Montercy and Saltillo, where théy had ex- 
perienced nothing of the kind for twelve 
years. I got as far south as Orizaba, be- 
yond the City of Mexico, in the coffee- 
raising district. 

“I took the trip especiaHy to attend a 
convention of the Protestant churches of 
Mexico, held in the City of Mexico. There 
were about 150 delegates in attendance, rep- 
resenting the Methodist, Baptist, Presbyte- 
rian, Congregational and other churchés. 
Protestantism is advancing in Mexico, 
there now being over 20,000 communicants 
of the various churches planted there. Pro- 
testant missionaries have the sympathy of 
the liberal party of the country and are 
afforded full protection in their work. This 
liberal party, which is headed by President 
Diaz, is Roman Catholic only '!n name, and 
has scant sympathy for the policy the Ro- 
man Church has pursued in that country. 

“‘Those who have never been south of the 
Rio Grande can have no conception of the 
superstition Which, in the name of religion 
occuples the minds of the greater portion o 
the inhabitants of Mexico. The Catholic 
Church does nothing to educate the peons, 
or poor classes. They build no schools ex- 
cept at places where Protestants have 
started a school. There they build a rival 
institution near by. The Government has a 
system of schools, but these schools are 
not much patronized by the common people. 
I do not believe that the condition of the 
peons is improving. 

““Mexico is a good place for a man who 
has plenty of capital, but a very poor place 
for any one else. It would be poor policy 
for American mechanics and workingmen 
to go there expecting to prosper.”

It was announced to-day that those ene- 
mies proposed to use the Illinois Steel Com- 
pany as a’club to beat Carnegie back into 


their fold. They conquered the Homestead 
manufacturer in 1892 by similar tactics. He 
then had interests in the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company. The control was in other hands, 
the hands of his enemies, who wanted to 
coerce him into an agreement on rates. 
They thrust the Pennsylvania to the fore as 
a cutter of rates, compelled it to do busi- 
ness at a loss, and eventually it went into 
the hands of receivers. The Illinois is to 
bear the brunt of the fight. It will be the 
ratemaker. To-day it made a rate of $14 a 
ton for steel rails, compelling the Carnegie 
Company to make a rate which is practical- 
ly $10 for European orders and $13 for West- 
ern orders.

Following, in substance, is Mr. Lionber- 
ger’s statement of the case: 

“The Perrine grant was originally made 
by an act of Congress, approved July 7, 
1838. This act conferred upon Dr. Perrine, 
to induce the introduction into the United 
States of certain tropical plants, a town. 
ship to be located in Southern Florida. The 
act provided that every section of the grant 
should be settled upon and used for the 
purpose contemplated, within eight years 
from the date of the grant. Dr. Perrine 
was killed in 1840 by the Indians, and 
thereupon Congress reaffirmed the grant in 
favor of his heirs, upon the condition that 
they should introduce the plants and pro- 
cure the settlement of each section within 
eight years after the termination of the 
Seminole war. Within six years after the 
date of the confirmation of the grant, thirty- 
six families were induced by the Perrine 
heirs to come from the Bahama Islands, 
Settle upon the lands and engage in the pro- 
pagation of the plants contemplated by 
Congress, but these settlers were driven 
away by Indians a short time after the set- 
tlement was made.

GIRLS AT AUCTION. 


Sale of Young Cuban Women Admitted 
by a Spanish Newspaper. 


KBPY WEST, Fla., Feb. 13.—According 
to La Lucha, an official Spanish newspaper, 
a-copy of which was received here by the 
last Havana steamer, young Cuban girls 
taken by the Spaniards are being auctioned 


off in various towns throughout the island. 
In the issue of La Lucha received here, the 
paper’s correspondent at Artemisa gives an 
account of one of these sales at that place. 

On Feb. 8 the Spanish column commanded 
by Col. Estruch returned to Artemisa, after 
raiding a Cuban settlement near Cayajabos. 
Eight women and sixteen children were 
made prisoners and taken by the troops to 
Artemisa. Ten of the children were girls, 
ranging in age from 10 to 14 years. As soon 
as the troops reached Artemisa it was an- 
nounced “that the girls would be sold at auc- 
tion on the next day. The sale took place 
as advertised in the main plaza of Artemisa, 
and a great crowd was present. One of 
Col. Estruch’s officers acted as auctioneer, 
and he described the good points of the 
girls. The bidding was of the liveliest char- 
acter. Nine of the girls were knocked down 
at prices ranging from $18 to $60, and then 
the tenth prisoner, who was about 14 years 
old and very beautiful, was put on the slave 
block. The bidding for this girl was spirit- 
ed, but soon narrowed down to a contest

SHREVEPORT, La., Feb. 13.—Thirty 
thousand people are known to be suffering 
from the effects of the drought.

DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 13.—A scheme to

HAVANA, Feb. 13.—In a battle late Thurs- 
day at Diego Fransco, Province of Havana, 
the Spanish commander, Maj. Francisco 
Guillen, was wounded and his column was 
saved only by the efforts of reinforcements 
from the garrison of Agnaicate.. The official 
dispatches represent the battle as unim- 
portant, saying that only eight Cubans were 
killed. The truth is that the engagement 
was a fierce one, lasting several hours, and 
that more than 100 Spapiards were left dead 
on the field. 


COLOMBIA’S NAVY. 


Her One Warship a Failure and She 
Wants More. 


PANAMA, Feb. 13.—The Government of 
Colombia has voted 6,000,000 francs for the 
purchase of more warships. The navy now 


consists of only one cruiser, the Cerdoba, 
which was recently fitted out in New York 
and which turned out to be a failure; the 
gunboats Iapopa and Bayaca and the reve- 
nue cutters Narino and Hercules. 


The Red Cross in Cuba. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—Clara 
Barton, with her corps of trained nurses 
and physicians of the Red Cross, is ready to 
g° to Cuba as soon as the American people 
urnigh her with the necessary supplies. 

“I cannot go to Cuba empty-handed,” she 
said. “The Red Cross thas no fund of its 
own, It will require at least $25,000 in money 
or stores to begin with. That will not go 
very far towar relieving the distress on 
the island, but it would enable us to put 
the relief organization on a sound founda- 
tion, and we could then extend our work 
as the contributions increased.”’ 


Spanish Butcher Hacked to Pieces. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Feb. 13.—Maj. Luis 
Lorau captured a Spanish convoy train 
near Artemisa, Province of Pinar del Rio, 
Monday, and fifty prisoners. 

Among the prisoners was the notorious 
guerilla captain, Mazretto, who is accused 
of murdering more than 100 pacificos in that 
province. As soon as Lorau’s men saw him 
they seized him, and, despite their officer's 
commands, literally hacked him to pieces, 


Socialists in the Reichstag. 


BERLIN, Feb. 13—The Reichstag  dis- 
cussed the army estimates and Herr Voll- 
mer, the Socialist leader, took occasion to 
criticise militarism in Germany. In so do- 
ing he advocated the better feeding and 
housing of the soldiers and said tWat Social 
Democracy has no need of barrack-room 
agitation, but in view of the possibility of 
war, they should beware of treating So- 
cialist soldiers in a manner different than 
others. 

The Minister of War, Gen. Von Gossler, 
replying, declared that the army promoted 
the peaceful development of the country. 
He added that the Social Democratic prop- 
aganda in the army would be punished and 
suppressed with the utmost vigor.

On the other hand, 
there have been introduced into Congress 
various bills for the forfeiture of the grant 
upon the ground that the heirs have failed 
to comply with its terms within the period 
prescribed. Recently, the Perrine heirs were 
advised by counsel that they might at any 
time, prior to the forfeiture of the grant 
by Congress, comply with its conditions, and 
earn the land granted to them. Acting upon 
this advice, they made a determined effort 
to secure the settlement and cultivation re- 
quired by the act of Congress, and in the 
latter part of 1896 submitted to the land of- 
fice several hundred affidavits establishin 
the settlement of and cultivation of tropical 
plants on each of the sectiédns embraced 
within the township selected.. 

“After these proofs were filed Senator Car- 
ter, Chairman of the sub-committee having 
the Perrine grant in charge. wrote to the 
Secretary of the Interior requesting him 
to examine the proofs submitted at the 
earliest practicable date and advise him of 
the- conclusions of the department with re- 
spect to their sufficiency. This letter was 
refered to the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, and in compliance with it 
the proofs were immediately taken up, con- 
sidered by the land office, and found by it 
sufficient. A letter to this effect was there- 
upon prepared by the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office and’ ‘sent to the Secre- 
tary of the Intertor, notifying him that in 
his opinion the proofs were sufficient. This 
opinion was referred by the Secretary to 
the Assistant Attorney-General, who im- 
mediately proceeded to investigate the whole 
matter and caused to be prepared an elabor- 
ate opinion with respect to the law. This 
opinion advised, upon the authority of the 
leading case of Schulenburg vs: Harriman 
and many other cases decided by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States and Sec- 
retaries of the Interfor, that the Perrine 
heirs had the right to comply with the ternis 
of the grant at any time prior to its revoca- 
tion by Congress, and that as, in the opinion 
of the Commissioner of the Genera] Lahd 
Office, the proofs of compliance were satis- 
factory, there was no reason why a patent 
should be withheld. 

“Pending the investigation of the matter 
Senator Carter called upon the Assistant 
Attorney-General, and requested to know 
what had been done in response to his let- 
ter. Mr. Carter was informed that the 
proofs had been examined and found suffi- 
cient by the land office, and that in the 
opinion of the Assistant Attorney-General 
patent should issue.. Mr. Carter thereupon 
requested the Assistant Attorney-General 
to have the matter proceeded with without 
further communication with him. The Sec- 
retary’s letter was sent to the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office In the 
latter part of January, and the patent was 
issued to the heirs on February 4, 1897.” 
Secretary Fnancis corroborates Mr. Lion- 
berger’s statement that he knew nothing of 
the case until Mr. Lionberger brought it to 
his attention. Mr. Lionberger informed him 
of the relationship of the claimant to the 
President, but advanced the opinion that 
the existence of this relationship and the 
fear which prevailed in some quarters that 
on account of the relationship the issuance 
of the patent might make talk was no rea- 
son why it should be delayed.

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A REPUBLICAN “POPULIST.” 

A Washington correspondent of a Chi- 
cago gold newspaper writes: “Senator 
Chandler is rapidly becoming a full- 
fledged Populist. He has long been an 
avowed champion of free silver and he 
has recently become the foe of corpora- 
tions. Mr. Chandler objected to the con- 
firmation of Martin A. Knapp for Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner because, 
he said, Mr. Knapp is entirely too friendly 
to the corporations.” 

It will strike a great many people, not 
Populists, that the objection is a serious 
one. It is one, too, which any Senator, 
Republican, Democrat or Populist, should 
offer to the confirmation of any candidate 
for that office who he has reason to be- 
lieve favors the corporations as against 
the public interest. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission grew out of a public 
protest against corporate aggression. It 
was constituted to serve the people 
against the arbitrary exactions of cor- 
porations engaged in railway traffic, It 
is vital to the success of the law under 
which the Board is organized that its 
members shall not be “too friendly to 
corporations.” 

Senator Chandler is a New England 
Republican of the strictest sect. He will 
be surprised to hear that he has become 
a Populist because he insists that the 
corporations shall not be allowed to pack 
a public body created for the public de- 
fense against corporate rapacity,

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 

The Illinois Legislature is to be called 
upon to make a new law in place of the 
so-called Torrens law for the transfer of 
titles to property, adopted at the session 
of,1895 and which the courts haVe since 
declared unconstitutional, 

The sole ground of the decision is that 
the law conferred upon such purely minis- 
terial officers as Recorders and Circuit 
Clerks the powers of the judicial office. 

The objection was a valid one, but it 
is not a bar to such amendment of the 
law as will give the reports of such of- 
ficers, in any case, the weight and author- 
ity of judicial utterances. Courts may 
formally approve the acts of their officers 


as they do with masters in chancery and 


master commissioners.

A Tax on Franchises. 


From the Kansas City Star. 

The bill passed by the Missouri House of 
Representatives yesterday, providing for a 
tax on franchises, went through with so 
little opposition that it is likely to pass the 
Senate also and become a law. It is in the 
direction of equalizing taxation by relieving 
the small property owner from paying more 
than his fair share. It is a well recognized 
fact that large property owners and corpora- 
tions do not pay anything like as much 
taxes in proportion to their possessions as 
the small property owner pays. This fran- 
chise tax law will add to the payments 
which one kind of corporations will be com- 
pelled to make into the public treasury, and 
on that ground the law is justifiable. 

But there is a stronger reason still for such 
a law. Franchises belong to the public. Their 
value depends solely on the public, and the 
corporations which utilize them have no 
equitable right to make any profit beyond 
what is necessary to return a fair compensa- 
tion to the men who give their attention 
to the operation of the franchise and to 
the capitalists who have invested their 
money in the plant which is necessary to 
put the franchise to use. 

If a street railway system costs two mil- 
lion dollars it should pay interest on two 
million dollars. The men who invest two 
million dollars in the system have no right 
to capitalize it for five millions and collect 
enough revenué from the public to pay in- 
terest and dividends on thatsum. The extra 
three millions in capitalization represent the 
value of the franchise, and the private cor- 
poration has no right to claim the extra 
revenue on that sum, 

The proper way to regulate this matter 
is to provide, at the time of granting a 
franchise, for the return to the municipality 
of such a part of the corporation's revenues 
as represents the public value of the fran- 
chise, and that is likely to be done in most 
cases hereafter. But the existing franchises 
cannot be changed, and therefore it is not 
unjust to enable the municipality to reclaim 
part of what is really its own property by 
means of this proposed extra tax on the 
value of the franchise.

QUEER ACTS OF AN OLD WOMAN. 


Although She Has Money, She Always 
Lived Like a Pauper and 
Never Paid Rent. 


Mrs. Loulsa Marcus of 170 South Tenth 
etreet, has disappeared. Nothing has been 
seen of her for three weeks and it is feared 
ehe has come to some harm. 

It is nothing new for Mrs. Marcus to drop 
euddenly out of sight, but heretofore she has 
usually reappeared within a reasonable 
time. This is the first time her whereabouts 
have remained undiscovered for so long, and 
those interested feel great uneasiness. 

In many respects Mrs. Marcum is one of 
the most interesting characters in South St. 
g.ouis, if not in the city. Those who know 
her say she is eccentric. Less charitably 
disposed pereons call her crazy. 

Whether the latter allegation be true or 
not, she has exhibited remarkable shrewd- 
ness in her business dealings, and, with 
thrift added, has succeeded in laying by 
quite a snug sum. 

When her father died, six years ago, he 
left her something over $700 in cash. Six 
hundred dollars of this she loaned to the 
Bv. St. Pauwl’s Friedens-Kirche, at Thir- 
teenth street and Allen avenue, at 4 per cent 
interest. 

At that time her husband, George Marcus, 
was living. The residue of the legacy i8 un- 
accounted for and is supposed to be a part 
of her hoardings. The couple was noted 
for quiet behavior, but was apparently earn- 
est in matters pertaining to the church. The 

eatest objection to them was their sloven- 
iness. Cleanliness of person or clothing 
seemed to be entirely unknown. About a 
year ago Marcus was killed in a railroad 
accident. Since then the wife has grown 
more erratic in her conduct, until finally 
ehe was considered demented. 

She moved about the vicinity of the church 
from place to 'place,always serving her pros- 
pective landlord notice she would pay no 
rent. Although a woman of some education, 
She preferred to do washing and scrubbing 
to any other labor, and owing to her thor- 
oughness always had employment. 

Her diet was of the simplest and scantiest 
nature, and as she never paid money for 
anything else the greatest part of her wages 
swelled the hoarded sum, Two years ago 
she sent ‘her five children to the Protestant 
Evangelical Orphans’ Home. It is alleged 
at that time the bodies of the young ones 
had gone unwashed for so one they were 
actually overrun with vermin. The children 
are now in that institution. 

Last April Mrs. Marcus rented a room at 
176 South Tenth street. She departed from 
her general rule and paid two months rent. 
She frequently boasted of her $600 in the" 
church and added Seenty that was but 
a drop compared to her accumulations. Af- 
ter May she refused to pay rent, and defied

NOT PLEASED AT 
THE VERDICT 


POLICE INSIST OLD MAN STEW- 
ART KILLED HIMSELF. 


EVIDENCE WORKS BOTH WAYS. 


They Claim the Coroner’s Verdict Was 
Rendered Solely to Help the 
Health Department. 


The verdict of the Coroner’s jury on the 
death of William H. Stewart stamps the case 
as one of wilful murder, and throws the 
responsibility of discovering the murderer 
upon the police authorities. Capt. Joyce of 
the Fourth District, in whose bailiwick the 
murder was committeed, is not at all pleased 
with the verdict, as he has satisfied himself 
that the old man was not murdered. 

Chief Harriagn, immediately upon learn- 
ing the result of the inquest, instructed 
Capt. Joyce to resume his investigations 
into the matter and try to discover the mur- 
derers, In view of the exhauStive researches 


made by Capt. Joyce and his officers, before 
the inquest, it is scarcely probable that 
any new light will be shed upon the mys- 
tery. The case seems destined to go down 
in police annals as one of the many un- 
explained deaths —9 which the depart- 
ment has been called to act within the 
past few years. 

The police say that the verdict of the Cor- 
oner’s jury, ascribing the death of Stewart 
to injuries inflicted by unknown persons 
with felonious intent, instead of to mor- 
phine poison taken with suicidal intent, was 
due to a desire of Coroner Walt to shield 
the Health Department officials from the 
embarrassing position in which they would 
otherwise be-placed by the actions of some 
of the Dispensary employes. 

The evidence adduced at the Coroner's 
inquest Friday was of such a nature as 
would bear out the verdict of guicide as 
readily as that of’murder, although a ver- 
dict of suicide would carry with it the in- 
timation that Stewart’s ribs had been 
broken by physicians at the Dispensary, in 
their efforts to resuscitate the unconscious 
patient on the night he was found. 

The watchfulness of Dr. Jordan, Chief of 
the Dispensary staff, alone prevented this 
damaging admission from becoming a por- 
tion of the official record of this mysteri- 
ous case. While Dr. Meyer J. Lippe was 
being examined by Coroner, Wait Friday, 
Dr. Jordan was an interested listener. Dr. 
Lippe is the physician who attended Stew- 
art on the night he was brought to the Dis- 
peneney: Coroner Wait asked this ques- 
tion: 

“Doctor, could the ribs of the deceased 
have been broken during the manipulation 
of his chest and diaphragm by the Dis- 
pensary attendants in their efforts to induce 
artificial respiration?’ | 

Dr. Lippe considered the question very 
carefully, and then replied: “Yes, they 
could have been fractured in that manner.”’

Lippe and Dr. Wait, said: _ 

“Gentlemen, they could not have been 

broken in that manner." 
Dr. Lippe, taking the cue from his chief, 
and realizing the serious results to the 
Health Department involved in his previous 
answer, then modified his answer to the 
Coroner’s question. Thus, while fhe Health 
Department was assisted over a very deli- 
cate bridge, there was nothing left for the 
Coroner’s jury to do but find a verdict of 
homicide. 


LAWYERS’ FEES REDUCED.

They say they will not ac- 
cept $2,000 and will issue for more than $5,000. 
Kehr and Fisher were engaged by the 
city to prosecute the case against the Edi- 


son en ie and the Missouri Electric 
Light and Power Co. to compel them te 
pay to the city 5 per cent o 
earnings on blige business. 

City Counselor Marshall had disqualified 
himself by advising Comptroller Sturgeon 
that he did not think the city had a case. 
The special counsel were to receive, be- 
sides a retainer of $2,500, 8 per cent of the 
amount recovered by suit or compromise. 

The suit was compromised by the Keyes 
bill without Kehr and Fisher being con- 
sulted. It is claimed that the ordinance 
as first drawn required the Edison Com- 
pany to pay to the city $20,000 in four in- 
stallments. The lawyers claimed to the 
Mayor and several Councilmen that they 
would be entitled to 8 per cent of this 
amount and 8 per cent of an amount to be 
computed which the city would save by rea- 
son of the clause releasing it from paying 
a part of the cost of putting the wires of 
the company under ground. 

Ae to Mr. Kehr it was agreed that 
they should be satisfied with $5,000 and 
this amount was tacked on to the $20,000’ 
the company was to pay. 

The lawyers were not paid. They had a 
bill introduced appropriating $5,000. It has 
been in the Council for some time. It 
came up Friday night and caused a warm 
discussion. ° 

Mr. Ferriss spoke at length in favor of 
the bill. 

Mr. Horton thought the terms of the res- 
olution under which the lawyers were em- 
ployed should be adhered to. He therefore 
moved that the amount be cut to $2,000, 
which would be 8 per cent of the $25,000 re- 
covered from the company. The motion 
carried and the bill was sent to engrossment,.

Barney Mendell Beat His Spouse for 
Not Leaving Him.

WARREN BRIGHT SHOT HIMSELF 
BEFORE HIS SWEETHEART. 


HAD BROKEN HIS _ PROMISE. 


Nellie Ansen Refused to Forgive Him 
When He Came to Her Home Un- 
der the Influence of Liquor. 


Warren Bright, a young clerk in the office 
of Broker George W. Boswell, of 510 South 
Seventh street, blew his brains out Friday 
night because his sweetheart refused to for- 
give him for getting drunk. She had put 
him on probation. He fell, and, going to 
her- house while still drunk, begged her to 
give him one more chance. The girl hesi. 
tated, grieved at heart over her l6ver'’s 
lapse, and the despairing boy put a bullet 


in his temple, killing himself instantly. 

Bright was a nice looking boy, 21 years 
old. He lived at 4211 San Francisco avenue 
with his father and mother. His father is 
an engineer in the employ of the Dozier 
bakery. ‘ 

For the last two-years the young man 
has been devoted to Miss Nellie Ansen, thx 
17-year-old daughter of A. Ansen, a travel- 
ing man for Commission Merchant William 
E. Beckmann, of 13 South Main street. She 
lives with her parents at 4121A Green Lea 
place. 

While no formal engagement existed be- 
tween the young people, there was a tacit 
understanding that when the proper time 
came they were to be married. Their homes 
were but a few blocks apart, and they were 
constantly together. 

Although the young man was an attend- 
ant at the Lee Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
where he often went with his sweetheart, 
he had one bad habit. He liked to get out 
occasionally with boys of his own age and 
do a little drinking. He was a dashing sort 
of a chap, and thought in this way to seem 
more a grown up man of the world. 

His sweetheart knew of his inclination, 
and she often chided him forit. He would 
promise never to dr'nk any more, but every 
now and then she would hear of his being 
out on a little ‘‘tear.’’

“He must have come here,” said Nellie 
Saturday morning, “intending to kill him- 
self, and, perhaps, me, too, for the revolver 
was a borrowed one. His reason for stay 
ing in the kitchen was probably that he did 
not want to spoil the carpet.” 

“I’m awfully glad he did,” put in Mra. 
Ansen, “for the kitchen was a sight. Every- 
thing was covered with blood.”’ 

The inquest in the case was held at the 
Bright home Saturday morning and a ver- 
dict returned in accordance with the facts.

Is Refuted. 


It is not probable that the family of Al- 
bert Hanks, in Green County, Ill., will ever 
know exactly what became of his body. The 
few persons who could tell would criminate 
themselves if they did so.

We might raise the point that, the usual 
time Imitation having expired, the body 
was the property of the State. The courts 
have ruled that the nearest relatives car 
not have a property interest in a body, but 
I incline to think that under the circum- 
Stances the body could properly be said 
to have a property value. If this was con- 
ceded Schawacker might be proceeded 
against for obtaining goods under false pre- 
tenses. But it Is a very fine law point and 
one which I don’t think has ever been 
raised, and a conviction would be hard to 
obtain. 

“The Hanks eptsode will, however, have 
the effect of preventing like scandals in 
the future.” 

Health Commissioner Starkloff directed 
Chief Sanitary Officer Francis Friday to 
draw up a new set of regulations governing 
the handling of bodies. 

Heretofore the board has acted on the as- 
sumption that ‘all undertakers were re- 
spons:ble and trustworthy. Death certifi- 
cates were issued to them from the mort- 
uary office on application. No proof of au- 
thorization was required. 

Thus, when Schawacker called for the 
Hanke certificates, they were given him 
without question. 

It is this laxneses which has made it pos- 
sible for Schawacker to take bodies from 
the hosp’tal, hold them a few days, and 
then, if the friends were not found, bury 
them in Potter’s Field, charging the city 
ss the service. 

n the future no certificates wil! be issued, 
unless the undertaker presents written au- 
thority from the friends or relatives. 

Dr. Starkloff will also recommend to the 
Legislature the passage of a State cemete 
law. The cemeteries in St. Lou!s are well 
regulated by ordinance and bodies cannot be 
trafficked in, except with the collusion of 
the cemetery authorities. The sextons are 
required to make weekly reports on inter- 
ments. ' 
But there are only eleven cemeteries in St. 
Louis, whereas there are twenty-six out- 
side the limits. The sextons of the latter 
make no report. An undertaker who takes 
out a permit to bury a body in one of these 
can do with as he pleases, as the board 
pay, 3 means of ascertaining if it was 
urled. :
